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Peace between the two Kingdoms, 
methinks nothing fhould more il- 
Juftrate it to our Thoughts, than the Me- 
mories of the Animofities that have been 
between the two Nations ————With what 
Inveteracy and unufual Cruelty carried on! 
With what mutual Barbarifms, cruel and 
unjutt Executions / As in Cafe of brave 
Wallis, and the barbarous and difhonoura- 
blz Murther of the Sons of the Scots Go- 
vernour of Barwick 3 only becaufe he would 
not bsicly deliver up his Charge, which 
he detended like a Man of Honour, the 
work Blot in the Reign ot wwzother wife moft 
gherisus Prince, Edward III, 
{he Nations were always terrible, and 


[: purfuing this Article of a National 


“feldom made War like other People, and 


you leidom found a Battle between them, 
but there was more Bloodefhed than in o- 
ther Nations 3 the sadicated Averfion pro- 


ceeded from the frequent Excarfions and 
Surprizes between them on the Frontiers, 
where the very Hatred continues to this Hour, 
and will never but by a Union be removed, 
not very eafily with it. 

In the frequent Invafions on either fide, 
the Ravages, Burnings, and Delolations 
on either hand were prodigious, and no 
wonder the miferable Country People on 
each fide entertain’d implacable Aver- 
fions one to another, no wonder they were 
irreconcilably provok’d, no wonder it was 
handed down in the Blood; for evéry 
Age found renew’d Occafion to nourifh the 
Opinion, and in their own Experience felt 
the Reafon of the Principle, they had re- 
ceiv’d from theic Fathers. 

This feems very plainly demonftrated 
from this, that the farther North you go in 


England, the more Hatred and the deeper 
rooted 


gooted yot find ia the People againft the 
Scots, and the like in Scotlind againft the 
Englifp, the Reafon is evident, 

‘The Wars between the Kingdoms gene- 
rally began with mutual Inroads and fu- 
rious Excurfions on both fides, in which 
fometimes the Grand Armies of England 
having, been employ’d abroad, the Scots 
have puth’d into England even to the Banks 
of Jrent, and on the other hand the Englifh 
on either fide almoft to the Gates of Edin- 
burgh, in ali thefe Cafes the poor Country 
People have always been undone, their 
Houles deftroy’d, their Goods plunder’d, 
ghe Mea murther d, the Women abus’d, and 
all the common and uncommon Cruelties of 
Invaders been exercifed upon them to their 
Ruin and Deftrudtion, aad this before the 
Armies could be ready to defend them or 
get into the Field 3 when thefe were drawn 
together, then indeed the Scene alter’d a 
little, from Piunder to Blood, and from 
Robbing to Fighting. : 

Never was War carried on with more Fu- 
ry on either hand, never more Fighting, 
‘sever more:Blood, than in the Wars be- 
tween thefe two furious Nations! No won- 
der Her Majefty, fenfible of thefe things, 
counts it the Glory of her Reign to have 
this Work finifhed in her Time, to have an 
End put to Northern Flames, a Stop to ige 
finite Ravages and Defolations, tu fixa Pe- 
riod to a Flood of Nefolation, that hasnow 
been ofabove a thouland Years ftanding, to 
ftop for ever a Northzrn Vefuvius, which 
en every occalion was always burfting out 
Fire,and mutua'ly deftroying both Nations. 

I think, Hifturians make mention of no 
Jefs than 150 Several [avalions and Erup- 
tions of Armies on either fide, on the Ace 
count of the very Spirit between the two 
Nations. What Seas of Blood have been 
fpilt in fuch a long Scries of Milchiefs ? 
What incredible Miferies have both the 
Nations fuffer’d ? And what remain: 
ing Ufe is all this of to both Kingdoms—— 
Toencline them at laftto put a Stop tofuch 
ruinous and deftrudlive Doings ? 

Whar Is the locking back upon thefe 
things for, hut co make both Nations grow 
wifer at the Expence of their Fathers, and 


not at their own; to puta Stop to :be. be a folid and lafting Foundation tohoth — 


Stream of Blood for ever, and make Pra- — 
perty as fafe onthe Borders, asinthe Cen- — 
ter cf the Kingdom. 
This is the lafting and folid Peace Her 
Majefty makes mention of in her Letter, — 
and without doubt it is for the mutual Ad- — 
vantage of the Nation; andI muft confe3,. 
it is a moft aftonifhing thing tome toima- — 
gine, that any body can be againftit, chac — 
any body on either fide fhould fuggett Dan- 
gers, and raife imaginary Fears againfta — 
Peace, which in its Nature is a Death to — 
all thefe Plagues, ahd which they have Op- _ 
portunity to make on either fide, asfateas 
they can detire, a 
A Peace will puta fpeedy End to all thefe — 
things, a lafting fulid Peace will put a laft- — 
ing folid Period to them, and nothing but — 
our own private Animotities canthen hurt 
us ; of which I have only this to fay, I hope, 
the Harms, we mutually fuffer by them, 
will ac laft teach us to be wifer, and.like — 
Nations abroad that fight till they are wea- 
ty of the War, then detire Peace of courfe; 
fo when we have wearied our {elves with 
Contention, and learnt from the folid Mil> _ 
chiefs, we feel by it, the fatal Confequen- — 
ces to us all; We hall moft certainly at 
laft joyn in the mutual Contrivance of — 
Peace, and firive together. to put an End 
to all our own Broils ; that our Enemies may 
no more laughatus, orour Pofterity fay, 
they arelefs happy, becaule their Fathers 
were Fools. i 
If a Ceffation of all thof black Days, — 
our Fathers felt in thefe Parts, fhail come; 
it an End fhall be put to all thefe terrible — 
things by a Peace, bleffed will thefe Days — 
be cill’d to che End of the World, andblef- _ 
fed will be the Union now to be made,which _ 
fhall lay alafting and folid Foundation for — 
fuch a Peace. ‘4 
Ages to come fhall folemnize the Year of 
Peace, in which this happen’d, and the 
QUEEN fhall be made the Glory of her — 
Age, in the Memory of Her Majefty’s Zeal, a 
tar the real Felicity ofall her People,a thing 
fo rare in England, thar cill the Revolution, — 
we have rather-heard it ralk’d of, thanfeen 
the Fruits of itin any of ou; Monarchs. 
Her Ma)jrfty has declar'd, tie Union will 
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- Kingdoms $ really, Gentlemen, never two 
Nations wanted Peace more than thefe, 
_ never two Nations have fuffer'd more by 

one another than thefe, acver two Nations 
could eafier make Peace together, that 
ever differd fo extravagantly, than thefe, 
meyer two Nations had fuch Reafons to 
- to make Peace, or could make fuch Ufe of 
_ Peace as thefe, and never were two Na- 


tions more inexcufable in omitting the Op-: 
portunity of Peace, than thefe !° 

And yet 1 muftadd, never were two Ni- 
tions fo hard to be.perfwaded, fo ditide:? 
of one another, fo fearful in the contriviag, 
fo flow in proceeding, and fo feemingly 
backward in making a Peace, asthefe ; and 
that not fo much for real Fear of one ano- 
ther, as loth one fhould gain by the other.

Y laft gave you the Players Anfwer 
4 to che Charge laid againft them a- 
~ bout vicious and immoral Plays, Viz. That 
the Taft of che Town is the Guide of their 
— Work 5 that they muft write co pleafe, or 
~ they will att ia vain ; that like che Shop. 
_ keeper, they muft have fuch Goods as will 
 pleafe their Chapmen, or they had as good 
- fhut up, and leave off, and the like ; and 
that it we expedt them to reprefent nothing 
but duit Vertue, we muft {peak in their 
- Behalf to the Government to take them in- 
to their Service, thatthey may aét at the 
 publick Charge, 6c. 

And really I am for complying with their 
Requeft, upon Condition they will be con- 
 fin’d to Vertue and Modefty in every thing 

they prefent; thac the Stage (if fuch a 
_ thing is poffisle) may be a School of Honour, 
a Guide to Civility, an Inftru@or of Ver- 
tue, and an Introduétion to good Manners 5 
that the Humour, Wit and Addrefs fhown 
' there, may prepare young Minds to gene- 
ous Aétions, infufe Heroick Principles, 
and infpire Men with jut Thoughts—— 
That Vice, immodeft and immoral Aétions 
_ may always receive their due Cenfure, and 
~ the World may be taught there to treat 
them with Contempt——Thai our Youth 
_ may be prompted tv Vertue, and brought 

- jn Love wicha Life of R-gularity, as what 
in its own Nacure beft fuits the Being of-a 
Man, andthe Charaéter of a Man of Ho- 
~ nour ——— That Le wdnefs ct Speech, that 
Sodomy of tae Tongue, and of G--Aure, 
that D-egeneracy eves of i: Manners, fhall 
be as odious to general Acceptation,. as it is 


unmanly in its Nature; that blafphemiag 
the Name of their Maker fhall be a general 
Abomination, and every Man, that hears 
it, fhall take himfelf to be affronted in the 
Affault upon his Maker 3 that he that 
fwears in Company, fhall be kick’d out of 
Company, the Drunkard be turn’d to his 
Brother Swine, and always treated like a 
Beaft. 

in fhort, that Vice fhall grow out of 
Fafhion, and no Maa be in the Mode that 
wears it, that general Reformation fhall 
{pread the Streets, and, Miraculous Turn f° 
fhall begin at the Theater. 

In the Profpeé of thefe Conditions, I 
would joyn in an humble Addrefs to the 
Parliament, tho’ it would bea ftrange One, _ 
to fettle a general Fund for the Eucourage- 
ment of Learning and good Manners, ‘by. 
eftablifhing a Company of Players 
And in this Cafe, I fhould efteem it an ex- 
traordinary publick Good, and.a Contri-. 
bution of Charity. 

But now it remains to examine, whether 
the Allegations, in Behalf of the Play-houfe, 
are of Force or no? And I muft confefs 
there is too much init, tho’ not fo muchas 
fome may conclude, 

But let me fay one thing, Gentlemen and 
Ladies, you whofe Encouragement is the 
Support of the Plays, and-who in your 
Cor pany-draw Crowds hither, fometimes 
to admire Plays, and fometimes your felves 
Is it true, that the Ladies are not. 
pleas’d, if they are nor oblig’d fometimes 
to put their Masks on 3:and that the more 
Trials of Skill there are,who blufhes Bee 
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the more Diverfion, If it be true, that 
when there’s moft Lewdnels on the Stage, 
there are moft Ladies in the Gallery————= 
That there are more Clergymen in the 
Houle, when the Spanifh Fryar is a&ted, 
where the Office itfelf 1s buffoon’d, than 
at any other time? If the Soldiers Fortune , 
Love for Love, and thofe Plays moft liable 
tp Exception, bring the moft Auditors, and 
meet with the greateft Applaufe: I muft 
confefs, the Argument is ftrong on the 
Players fide, that really ’tis not their Choice 
to make lewd, bla'phemous and prophane 
Reprefentations, buccthat they are undera 
Neceflity to pleafe, or be undone 5 that 
they muft fhow Ware that will go off, or 
fhuc up their Shops, and break. 
. Tis true, it remains to prove, there is 
any ruling Neceflity for them to open their 
Shops at all, fince they vend few of the Ne- 
ceffaries of Life; if a Town were befieg’d, 
they would never furrender for Want of a 
Play.boufe, neither is their Ware a perifh- 
able Commodity that will fpoil, if it be 
not cryed on Sundays. Wit will keep cold, 
and if there were but 3 or 4a Year ated 
uyon Balls, Birth Nights, High-Days, and 
Apoftles Eves, no Famine would follow 
but among the Players, and they would 
meet. with but {mall Pity, as to their parti- 
cular Employment 3 and therefore fome 
Argument may lie againft them in general. 
But, Ladies, give me leave with Decen- 
cy to addrefs your Sex —— If thefe things 
are (o, itliesat your Dvor to alter the Cafe, 
and prove the Charge unjuft, and before I 
come te it,let me make a fair Challenge in 
your Name. Pray, Geotk men Players, pub- 
lifh an Experiment: Let us fee a grave 
Opera, a fuer Play, let us fee the Triumph 
of Vertue upon the Stage, let us fee Love 
and Gallantry, the Vizard Masks of Debau- 
coery,tied Covn to the Rules of Vercues let 
us fee Vice new and then attempting to in- 


_ vade the Scenes, and hift off of the Stage—
